is Now Raising Chickens 


for His Living. 


New York, March 24-^-Former Vice- 


President Levi P. Morton it now raising 
chickens for a living, and probably has 
the.finest hennery, as well as the finest 
barn, in the world, at his farm, "Ellers- 
iie," which overlooks the Hudson near 
tho village of Rhinecliff. 
He hatches all 


the chickens by incubation, and has fif- 
teen incubators- constantly employed, 
turning out several dozen little chicks 
every week, thus being able to 
furnish 


spring chickens at all periods of the 
year, which he sells to the clubs and 
fashionable hotels of New York. 


Mr. Morton has been iu tho milk busi- 


ness for a long time, and supplies milk, 
cream and butter to tho Union League 
club, the Union, University and other 
clubs, and to Delmonico. Sherry, the 
Waldorf-Astoria and similar establish- 
ments. His milk brings a high price in 
market, selling for 12 cents a quart, and 
his cream 00 cents a quart. His income 
from 
his dairy, his hennery and his 


vegetable garden is more than $20.000 a 
year. 


Mr. Morton's cow barn cost 8250,000 


and is said to be the largest and best 
equipped ever erected. It is lighted by 
electricity, and each cow has a spacious 
stall in which she is fastened by a nickel- 
plated chain. 


The cows are not turned out 


turo but have two hours' 
to pas- 


excrciee in the 


open air every day. being attended by 
the herdsmen to keep them moving just 
as if they were 
invalids. They arc 


rubbed down every 
morning with a 


brush and currycomb, just like blooded 
horses, their tails are braided, and rib- 
bons of different colors are often at- 
tached when visitors are expected. 


Over each stall is a printed card giving 


the name of the cow, her pedigree, 
age 


and record as a milk-giver. The pet of 
the herd is -Buda," u Jersey that gave 
4,000 quarts of milk last year, a record 
never exceeded 
except by one cow 


named "Bretonne." now dead. "Buda" 
was born blind but a stranger would 
not notice her affliction. 
When she 


goes out for a walk every day she walks 
between two other cows and receives the 
entire attention of a herdsman.

A strange lake exists in the center 


of Sulphur island, oft' New Zealand. 
It 


s 50 acres in extent, about 12 leet In 
lepth and 15 feet above the level ol 
he sea. The most remarkable char- 
acteristic of this lake is that the wr.tei 
contains vast quantities 
of 
hydro- 


chloric and sulphuric acids, 
hissing 


and bubbling at a temperature of 110 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
The dark green- 


colored water looks particularly unin- 
viting. Dense clouds o£ sulphuric fumes 
:ousiantly roll off this boiling caldron, 
and care has to be exercised in ap- 
proaching this lake to avoid the risk ot 
suffocation. 
On the opposite side ot 


the lake may be seen the tremendous 
blow-holes, which, when in full blast, 
present an awe-inspiring sight. The 
roar of the steam as it rushes forth 
into the air is deafening, and often 
huge bowlders, and stones are hurled 
out to a height ot several hundred feet 
by the various internal forces of na- 
ture. A boat can be launched on the 
lake, and, if proper care be observed, 
the very edges of the blow-holes may 
be safely explored. Some idea ,of the 
strength oi the acid-saturated wa.ter 
of this lake may be gathered from the 
fact that a boat almost dropped to 
pieces after all the passengers had been 
landed, as the rivets had corroded un- 
der the influence of the acids.

Those few are the daring war 
correspondents, some of

tory are being made.

Churchill, who is one of these, de- 
scribes the hard fighting which preced- 
ed the assault on Spion kop as follows:

Rows of tiny dots hurried for-

Bunches and clusters 
of brown things huddled among the 
rocks or in sheltered spots. 
The six 


batteries of artillery unlimbercd. and 
the horses, hidden iu some safe place, 
were scarcely visible." 


Our own Julian lialph has done bet- 


ter than this. He has been in the very 
thick of it and has pi;me out with a 
whole skin to wri.to iu terse, vivid sen- 
tences a story width gives one a most 
satisfying idea of what a modern bat- 
tle is like. Mr. Ralph writes modestly 
in the third person, and he tells of the 
things seen and heard by two corre- 
spondents whom he describes as "the 
older" and "the younger." 


They had been with the naval bat- 


tery until the Boers got the battery's 
i-auge, and the correspondents decided 


rows upon their bellies firing at unseen 
Boers iu nn invisible trench 'which spat 
out bullets as a needle bath sprays 
water.

There the Boers 
had made a Hank movement, dashing 
furiously toward the ambulance and 
transport wagons, banging at them 
With a volley and setting all the driv- 
ers and horses in a panic. In the same 
panic 
the two correspdndouls ran 


straight iiir.o the danger zone of the 
main battle. 


They fell .when they found the air 


as thick with bullets as ever a pudding 
was with plums—and when, wherever 
they put down a foot, there was a 
spurt of sand from a falling shot. 
"There was no other way to run," they 
said to one another. "It looked as if the 
Boors would cut us off iu the other di- 
rection." 


Thicker and thicker came tlio hail, 


for the Boer sharpshooters had seen 
the two men run and drop and were 
sending a cross lire where they lay. 
They buried their noses in the red sand 
and talked and thought. 


They see a Coldstream Tommy run 


to a tiny sagebrush that wouldn't stop 
a pea shooter and gratefully take its 
shelter. 


They see another Tommy lying flat 


as a flapjack and reaching stealthily, 
blindly over the ground to gather little 
stones—none bigger than a hen's egg. 
He gets five or six of these and builds 
a whimsical shelter four inches wide 
and throe inches high.

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NEW HEADLIGHTS 


FOR LOCOMOTIVES 


SOME OF THE RAILROADS NOW 


USE AN ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


It is Being Adopted by All the Principal 


Roads in the

The project ol furnishing locomotives 


with electric headlights has engaged tht 
attention o£ railroad men for some time 
and the experiment is being tried in 
many places 
A well known official of 


the St. Paul road was in J«neaville yes- 
terday and in response to inquiries said 
the many roads running put of Chicago 
are «iow equipped with , the new lights, 
which are gaming the favor of the rail 
road officials. 


"Tho use of the new electric head 


lights" he said '-on passenger engines is 
being adopted by all the principal roads 
in the state. With such a light an en- 
gineer can see a rabbit half a Mile ahead 
of him and consequently when there is 
anything like a straight track he need 
never inn ints an obstruction, us the 
light will reveal the danger to him in 
ample tima to allow him to stop the 
train 


One difficulty yet to be overcome is 


in turning sharp curves. The lights are 
stationary pud in- such instances the 
r»ys are thrown of the track.. This can 
be obviated in two ways. 


The light can either be hung on a 


pivot and manipulated by the engineer, 
or an automatic device can be con- 
structed, with an attachment to the 
drive wheels, which will turn the light, 
so as to always keep it on tho track. 
No doubt tho roads will soon adopt one 
of these methods. 


"One great advantage of 
electric 


headlights is that they will obviate night 
collisions between trains approaching 
each other from around sharp curves, 
where the track could not be distin- 
guished far enough abend to enable the 
engineers to stop, yet the powerful elec- 
tric rays throw such heavy shadows 
that the engineers could not fail to dis- 
cover the danger, and naturally they 
would stop to investigate. 
This, of it- 


self, is a groat recommendation for the 
electric lights, j 


"They are, in reality, search lights, 


and where there are no obstructions, can 
be seen for miles. Even where the head- 
light itself cannot be seen, the great 
ahadows.it casts are apparent to any 
one who had good eye sight, as all en- 
gineers are supposed to have."

the tariff bill should not be allowed to 
come to a vote in its present shape. 
They did not intend to vote with the 
democrats, but they have thirteen sen- 
ators who are willing to stand together 
against 
the 
house bill until it is 


amended, and if all amendments are 
rejected by the combined vote of the 
tariff men and the democrats, they will 
unite with the democrats to defeat tlie 
bill.
